The present invention is drawn to a circuit utilizing a plurality of resistors, a 
plurality of switching transistors, a plurality of flip-flops, a default value generating 
means and a multiplexer recited in claims 10-16. None of the prior art disclosed or 
suggested to show the particular structure and/or the particular operation recited in 
these claims namely: "the plurality of resistors coupled in parallel with each other to the 
voltage output", "the resistors, each coupled to ground through the corresponding 
plurality of switching transistors", and "one or more the plurality of resistors are coupled 
to ground as determined by the states in said flip-flops" in combination with "the 
plurality of switching transistors" and "the plurality of flip-flop" as recited in claim 10; the 
combination of "the plurality of flip-flops", "the multiplexer" and "the plurality of switching 
transistors" as recited in claim 15.
